He said that the
spparently popular ides that this arti-
cle was deleterions sad even poisonous
was & falivey, just as it was &
fallacy to believe that hard water was
more nutritioos than soft, or that beef
tes, as ordinarily made, was streogth-
ening to the body. Glucose
was made pri from ocorn, or,
ruther, from the starch ta bes found
It was made by extracting

latter » perfectly harm-
But, harmless thongh
the sulphste of lime was, the ginciee
would not mix with it, but remained
at the top, and could be deawn off.
As to the glocose iteelf, it was
composed of hydroger, oxygen, and
ouhon,—junl: what umhwgu was
composed of ,—thoagh &l
different quantities. The dxﬁm

might be trua in some crses, but what
of t? Sulphete of lime was perfectly
harmless, aud could be found in large
quantities in all wateis vsed in the
msuufacture of the great Eoglith ales
aod beers. Any one who dravk a
glass of Bass’ or Allsop's el took into
his system & larger quantity of sul-
phate of lime then could be found in
the same quantity of glucosa eyrup.
Again, it had been claimed that sul-
pouric azid in a free state had been
foana inglucose. Chemists whoclaimed
this did not know their business. In
the first place, the presence of the
free acid would injure the apparatus
of the msnuofscturer to s fearful ex.
tent and would color the glocose and
greatly detorlorate from ita commer-
cisl valne. Ther fore selfish motives
alone ioduced the manufacturer to
use about hall sa much marble-duast
to neotralizs the acid as was really
necessary. The counclusion was,
then, that glucose was very valusble
as & uutritivus sriicle of foed, anc
the time would come, or should coms,
when it would be ussd for ordinary
purposes instead of sugar. It would
cost only three or four, or parhags
1wo cents & pound, and was fully hall
As eWeel as pure cAne SNEAT.
